Z Place of Manufacture. No article furnished hereunder shall have been made in prison or by convict labor, except articles purchased for use by City’s detention facilities. 

3 Electrical Products. Articles and services must comply with applicable laws, ordinances and other legal requirements, including (among others) the Cal-CMHA regulations in Title 8 of 

the Code of Regulations and, for electrical products. Sections 110.2 and 110.3 (B) of the S.F. Electrical Code. In addition, if an electrical item has not been tested by a byCity s

17. Consideration of Criminal History in Hiring and Employment Decisions. 

a. Contractor agrees to comply folly with and be bound by all of the provisions of Chapter 12T, "City Contractor/Subcontractor Consideration of Criminal History in Hiring and Employment 
Decisions,” of the San Francisco Administrative Code ("Chapter 12T 1 ), including the remedies provided, and implementing regulations, as maybe amended from time to time. The provisions 
of Chapter 12T are incorporated by reference and made a pert of this Agreement as though folly set forth herein. The text of the Chapter 12T is available on the web at http://6fgov.oig/olse/fco. 
Contractor is required to comply with all of the applicable provisions of 12T, irrespective of die listing of obligations in this Section. Capitalized terms used in this Section and not defined in 
this Agreement shall have the meanings assigned to such terms in Chapter 12T. 

b. The requirements of Chapter 12T s h al l only apply to a Contractor's or Subcontractor's operations to tbe extent those operations are in furtherance of die performance of this Agreement, shall 
apply only to applicants and employees who would be or are performing work in furtherance of this Agreement, and shall apply when the physical location of the employment or prospective 
employment of an individual is wholly or substantially within file City of San Francisco. Chapter 12T shall not apply when the application in a particular context would conflict with federal or 
state law or with a requirement of a government agency implementing federal or state law. 

18. Local Business Enterprise and Non-Discrimination in Contracting Ordinance. Contractor, shall comply with all the requirements of the Local Business Enterprise and Non- 
Discrimination in Contracting Ordinance set forth in Chapiter 14B of the San Francisco Administrative Code as it now exists or as it may be amended In the future (collectively the "LBE

in the provision of employee benefits between employees with domestic partners and employees with spouses and/or between foe domestic partners and spouses of such employees, subject to 
the conditions set forth in San Francisco Administrative Code Section 12B.2. 

20. MacBride PrindplesNorthern Ireland. The provisions of San Francisco Administrative Code § 12F are incorporated herein by this reference and made part of this Agreement. By 
accepting this Agreement, Contractor confirms that Contractor has read and understood that the City urges companies doing business in Northern Ireland to resolve employment inequities and 
to abide by foe MacBride Principles, and urges San Francisco companies to do business with corporations that abide by foe MacBride Principles. 

21. Tropical Hardwood and Virgin Redwood Ban. Pursuant to San Francisco Environment Cock Section 804(b), foe City urges Contractor not to import, purchase, obtain, or use for any 
purpose, any tropical hardwood, tropical hardwood wood product; virgin redwood or virgin redwood wood product. Contractor shall comply with San Francisco Environment Code Chapter 8, 
which provides that except as expressly permitted by the application of Sections 802(b) and 803(b) of foe San Francisco Environment Code, Contractor shall not provide any items to foe City 
in performance of this contract which are tropical hardwoods, tropical hardwood wood products, virgin redwood or virgin redwood wood products. Contractor is subject to the penalty and 
enforcement provisions of Chapter 8. 

22. Resource Conservation. Contractor agrees to comply folly with the provisions of Chapter 5 of foe San Francisco Environment Code ("Resource Conservation”), as amended from time 
to time. Said provisions are incorporated herein by reference. 

23. Alcohol and Drug-Free Workplace Policy. City reserves the right to deny access to, or require Contractor to remove from. City facilities personnel of any Contractor or subcontractor 
who City has reasonable grounds to believe has engaged hi alcohol abuse or illegal drag activity which in any way impairs City's ability to maintain safe work facilities or to protect foe health 
and well-being of City employees and the general public. City shall have the right of final approval for the entry or re-entry of any such person previously denied access to, or removed from, 
City facilities. Illegal drug activity means possessing, furnishing, selling, offering, purchasing, using or being under the influence of illegal drugs or other controlled substances for which the 
individual lacks a valid prescription. Alcohol abuse means possessing, furnishing, selling, offering, or using alcoholic beverages, or being under foe influence of alcohol. 

24. Compliance with Americans with Disabilities Act. Contractor acknowledges that, pursuant to the Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA), programs, services and other activities 
provided by a public entity to the public, whether directly or through a contractor, must be accessible to the disabled public. Contractor shall provide foe Services in a manner that complies 
with foe Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA), including but not limited to Title II’s program access requirements, and all cither applicable federal, state and local disability rights legislation, 

25. Sunshine Ordinance; Contractor acknowledges that this Agreement and all records related to its formation. Contractor's performance under this Agreement, and City's payment are 
subject to the California Public Records Act, (California Government Code §6250 et. seq.), and foe San Francisco Sunshine Ordinance, (San Francisco Administrative Code Chapter 67). Such 
records are subject to public inspection and copying unless exempt from disclosure under federal, state or local law. 

26. Limitations on Contributions, By executing this Agreement, Contractor acknowledges that it is familiar with section 1.126 of foe City's Campaign and Governmental Conduct Code, 
which prohibits any person who contracts with foe City for tbe rendition of personal services, for foe fomishing of any material, supplies or equipment, for foe sale or lease of any land or 
building, or for a grant. Loan or loan guarantee, from making any campaign contribution to (1) an individual holding a City elective office if foe contract must be approved by foe individual, a 
board on which that individual serves, or foe board of a state agency on which an appointee of that individual serves, (2) a candidate for the office held by such individual, or (3) a committee 
controlled by such individual, at any time from foe commencement of negotiations for the contract until the later of either the termination of negotiations for such contract or six months after 
the date the contract is approved. The prohibition on contributions applies to each prospective party to the contract each member of Contractor’s board of directors; Contractor's chairperson, 
chief executive officer, chief financial officer and chief operating officer; any person with an ownership interest of more than 20 percent in Contractor; any subcontractor listed in the bid or 
contract; and any committee that is sponsored or controlled by Contractor. Contractor must inform each such person of the limitation on contributions imposed by Section 1.126 and provide the 
names of foe persons required to be informed to City. 

27. Minimum Compensation Ordinance ("MCO") - Service Contracts only. Contractor shall pay covered employees no less than the minimum compensation required by San 
Francisco Administrative Code Chapter 12F. Contractor is subject to foe enforcement and penalty provisions in Chapter 12P. By signing and executing this Agreement, Contractor certifies that 
it is in compliance with Chapter 12P. 

28. Health Care Accountability Ordinance (HCAO) [Service contracts including agreements between a Tenant or Subtenant lasting 1 year or more only]. Contractor shall comply with 
San Francisco Administrative Code Chapter 12Q. Contractor shall choose and perform one of the Health Care Accountability options set forth in San Francisco Administrative Code Chapter 
12Q.3. Contractor is subject to the enforcement and penalty provisions in Chapter 12Q 

29. First Source Hiring Program [if contract is greater than 550,000 and if Contractor has an office in Alameda, San Francisco or San Mateo counties] Contractor must comply with all of 
foe provisions of foe First Source Hiring Program, Chapter 83 of foe San Francisco Administrative Code, that apply to this Agreement, and Contractor is subject to the enforcement and penalty 
provisions in Chapter 83. . 

30. Prohibition on Use of Public Funds for Political Activity. In performing the Services, Contractor shall comply with San Francisco Administrative Code Chapter 12G, which prohibits 
funds appropriated by foe City for this Agreement from being expended to participate in, support, or attempt to influence any political campaign for a candidate or for a ballot measure. 
Contractor is subject to foe enforcement and penalty provisions in Chapter 12G. 

31. Preservative-Treated Wood Products. Contractor shall comply with the provisions of San Francisco Environment Code Chapter 13, which requires that each Contract o r purchasing 
preservative-treated wood products on behalf of the City, shall only purchase such products from foe list of alternatives adopted by the Department of foe Environment pursuant to Section 1302 
of Chapter 13, unless otherwise granted an exemption try foe terms of foot Chapter,

32. Use of City Opinion. Contractor shall not quote, paraphrase, or otherwise refer to or use any opinion of City, its officers of agents, regarding Contractor or Contractor's performance 
under this contract without prior written permission of Purchasing. 

33. Contract Interpretation; Choice of Law/Venue; Assignment. Should any questions arise as to the meaning and intent of the contract, the matter shall be referred to Purchasing, who 
shall decide the true meaning and intent of the contract. The formation, interpretation and performance of this Agreement shall be governed by the laws of the State of California. Venue for all 

litigation relative to the formation, interpretation and performance of this Agreement shall be in San Francisco, This Agreement may be assigned only with the written approval of Purchasing 
fay written Instrument executed and approved in the same manner as this Agreement 

34. Proposal, Quotation and Attachments. This contract incorporates by reference the provisions of any related bid request issued by City, any bid submitted by contractor, or both. This 
contract incorporates by reference the provision of any attachments. 

35. Provisioni Controlling. Contractor agrees that in foe event of conflicting language between this contract and Contractor's printed form, the provisions of tins contract shall take ^ 
precedence. This section shall supersede any language in the contractor's terms and conditions attempting to nullify City terms and conditions or to resolve language conflicts in favor of the 
contractor's terms and conditions. 

36. Food Service Waste Reduction Requirements. Contractor sh all comply with the Food Service Waste Reduction Ordinance, as set forth in San Francisco Environment Code Chapter 
16, including but not limited to the remedies for noncompliance provided therein. 

37. Slavery Era Disclosure. [This paragraph applies if this contract is for financial services, insurance, or textiles.] Contractor shall comply with San Francisco Administrative Code 
Chapter 12Y, San Francisco Slavery Era Disclosure Ordinance, including but not limited to Contractor's affirmative duty to research and disclose evidence of Contractor, its parent or 
subsidiary entity, or its Predecessor Company's Participation in tbe Slave Trade or receipt of Profits from the Slave Trade. Contractor is subject to the enforcement and penalty provisions in 
Chapter 12Y. 

38. Sugar-Sweetened Beverage Prohibition. Contractor agrees that it will not sell, provide, or otherwise distribute Sugar-Sweetened Beverages, as defined by San Francisco 
Administrative Code Chapter 101, as part of its performance of this Agreement.
